REHEARING OF OIL 


CASE IS DENIED 


TO 


NOW GOES 
COURT 


ENTIRE MATTER 
SUPREME 


BOTH DISSATISFIED 
WITH L. A. DECISION 


Lower Court Ordered Cancellation of 
Elk Hills Lease, but Had Granted 
Doheny Big Sum for Development 
Work Done. 


San Francisco.—Another step to- 
ward final settlement of the Doheny- 
Pan-American QOil-Elk Hills oil lease 
case was taken when the circuit court 
of appeals refused a rehearing in the 
litigation pending in San Francsico. 
This opens the way for a supreme 
court hearing of the entire matter, in- 
volving the celebrated loan by Doheny 
of $100,000 to former Secretary of the 
Interior Albert B. Fall. 

The rehearing was asked on a de- 
cision handed down by the circuit 
; court of appeals on January 4, in re- 
view of a decision by District Judge 
Paul J. McCormick in Los Angeles. 
The lower court had ordered cancella- 
tion of the Elk Hills lease, but had 
granted Doheny the sum of $11,768,- 
928.31 for development work done on 
the property. 

Both sides were dissatisfied with 
the Los Angeles decision—the Doheny 
interests because of cancellation of 
the lease and the government because 
of the award of money to Doheny. 
Both sides appealed. 

The circuit court of appeals upheld 
Judge McCormick in the cancellation 
of the lease, but ruled out the award 
of $11,768,928.31. Counsel for Doheny 
promptly petitioned for a rehearing, 
which was refused without comment. 
The refusal of the jpetition was signed 
by Judges William B. Gilbert, William 
H. Hunt and Frank H. Rudkin, the 
same judges who ‘had rendered the 
previous decision on appeal. The 
court made no comment in handing 
down its finding, merely remarking 
that the request fer a rehearing was 
denied. 

It has been expected all through the 
litigation, following the exposure of 
the fall loan in the course of a senate 
inquiry in Washington, that the case 
must ultimately be carried to the 
United States supreme court. The 
government attorneys and the Do- 
heny interests have been so far apart 
on their contentions that the legal and 
oil interests have considered it a cer- 
tainty that appeals would be taken by 
one side or the other all through the 
lower courts. 


STOCKTON DAM 


BILL IS PASSED 


Washington.—The house passed and 
sent to the senate a bill to grant cer- 
tain public lands to the city of Stock- 
ton, California, to be used in flood con- 
trol work. The land described in the 
measure, the committee report said, 
is desired by the city for use with 
other lands as a reservoir site in 
which to hold back and store flood 
waters of the Calaveras river. 

War department engineers have 
recommended that the flood control 
dam be built at Valley Springs, Cala- 
veras county, California, with a re- 
serve of 163,000 acre feet. This dam 
and reservoir would induce the mini- 
mum flow from a volume of 80,000 
second feet of water to 7,500 second 
feet at Valley Springs, thus eliminat- 
ing danger to the property below. 

The flood water, when thus stored, 
would also constitute an additional 
domestic supply of water needed by 
the city. 


Ship Rescue Cost Runs High 

London.—The Lloyds underwriters 
have begun to figure out the cost of 
the Roosevelt’s rescue of the Antinoe’s 
crew. They said that the figure will 
run into tens of thousands of dollars. 
The owners of the lost vessel will 
have to pay the Roosevelt for the loss 
of four days’ time devoted in the res- 
cue and recompense its personnel for 
their magnificent work apart from the 
honors and awards from the British 
government. 


6-Foot Owl Bagged in South Dakota 

Groton.—A perfect specimen of the 
Arctic owl, measuring six feet from 
tip to tip of wings. which was bagged 
by I. A. Boxwell of Groton, is on dis- 
play here. 


Child Labor Law Loses

A fight against Hunt has 
been launched.

ASKS SENATE HELP IN 
QUIZ OF MELLON FIRM 


Senator Walsh, Democrat, Montana, 
Urges a General Investigation of 
Practices of the Aluminum Company 
of America, 


Washington.—A general investiga- 
tion by the senate of the practices of 
the Aluminum Company of America, in 
which Secretary Mellon is a_ stock- 
holder, appeared as a possibility. 

Such an inquiry was proposed a 
short time ago to the judiciary com- 
mittee by Senator Walsh, Democrat, 
Montana, prosecutor of the investiga- 
tion to determine whether the depart- 
ment of justice has proceeded with due 
diligence in.determining whether the 
company has violated federal court de- 
crees. 

After the committee had taken this 
proposal under advisement, Attorney- 
General Sargent advised the senate in 
an “informal” opinion that the jus- 
tice department was without author- 
ity under present law to compel the 
federal trade commission to furnish 
evidence in the case which the com- 
mission holds to be “confidential.” 

Refusing to furnish a “formal” opin- 
ion to congress under a policy which 
has “obtained for more than a cen- 
tury,” the attorney-general said the 
authority to compel production of the 
“confidential” evidence furnished by 
the aluminum company appeared to 
reside in the senate, which ordered 
the investigation by the commission. 

Senator Walsh’s proposal, which is 
to be considered again in the near 
future by the judiciary committee, is 
that the senate direct the commission 
to furnish this evidence to its investi- 
gating committee. The commission 
withheld it from the justice depart- 
ment on a 3 to 2 vote. 

Characterizing this action as “sense- 
less,” Senator Walsh, in his report, 
requested that the senate call not 
only for this evidence, but for all that 
in the possession of the commission 
upon which that body based its con- 
clusions in 1924 that the company had 
violated the 1912 consent decree. 

In recommending a separate senate 
investigation to supplement those con- 
ducted by the commission and the jus- 
tice department, Senator Walsh said 
he took this course “in view of the 
doubts aroused as to the vigor and 
good faith of the department of jus- 
tice” in the conduct of its inquiry, 
which has extended over nearly a year 
and stil! is incomplete. 


STATES GIVEN RIGHT 


TO TRY PROHI KILLERS 


Washington The supreme court 
upheld the right of states to try un- 
der state laws federal prohibition 
agents who kill citizens. 

The decision was rendered in a test 
case brought by the state of Maryland, 
and overruled Judge Morris A. Soper, 
who in federal court in Baltimore or- 
dered five prohibition agents charged 
with the murder of Lawrence Wenger, 
a Marylander, tried under federal in- 
stead of state laws. The state ap- 
pealed to the supreme court. 

The decision was delivered by Chief 
Justice Taft and no dissent or con- 
flicting opinion was announced. The 
court held that the accused prohibition 
officers had not set out clearly in

California.” 


A. E. Miot, secretary of the Tulare 
County Board of Trade, at Visalia, re- 
porting to his directors in the annual 
meeting recently held, announced par- 
tial figures of the recent farm survey 
conducted in that county, as well as 


elsewhere, by the federal bureau of! 


the census, which indicates the steady 
development of farm lands even be- 
yond the general conclusions. The 
total number of farms now listed in 
Tulare county, according to these fig- 
ures, is 7,105, which represents an in- 
crease of 734 over the figures com- 
piled from the federal census of 1920. 


California is preparing 372 persons 
handicapped by physical disability for 
new vocations to which they are 
suited, it was announced by I. W. 


Kibby, chief of the rehabilitation bu- ' 
reau, state department of education. ; 


This total, Kibby said, does not in- 
clude 89 persons recently forced to 
discontinue training temporarily be- 
cause of illness. The state bureau’s 
work is distinct from rehabilitation of 
former service men and designed to 
provide new occupations for persons 
disabled through illness or industrial 
accidents. 


At the’ meeting of the directors of 
the Petaluma Co-operative Creamery 
company at Petaluma, Sonoma county, 
it was voted to give a bonus of 1% 
cents per pound on all butterfat de- 
livered by members during the past 
six months and to pay a 4 per cent 
dividend on shares held by the stock- 
holders of the company. The combined 
bonus and dividend means that the 
company is distributing among its 
stockholders or dairymen $14,000. 


A marked revival of activity on the 
part of the Stanislaus-Merced National 
Farm Loan association was shown in 
reports at the annual meeting of the 
organization held in Turlock recently. 
The association was formed in 1917 
and from then until September 3, 1925, 
loans totaling $150,000 were secured. 
From the latter date, when the man- 
agement was reorganized, until Janu- 
ary 1 last, the volume of loans was in- 
creased by more than $30,000. 


Confronted by a prospective labor 
shortage which threatens to seriously 
handicap summer and fall harvests of 
the San Joaquin valley, representa- 
tives of farm bureaus, chambers of 
commerce and allied interests of the 
agricultural industry of seven counties 
in session at Fresno recently, took 
steps preliminary to the organization 
ot an agency which wil}l collect and 
‘distribute farm labor throughout seven 
counties. 


Where bands of wild horses once 
ranged, and where elk and antelope 
roamed unmolested in amazing num- 
bers three-quarters of a century ago, 
Selma, Fresno county, business men 
now quest for the prizes of modern 
civilization, their children throng the 
schools and their industries, of which 
there was no trace, have in the lapse 
of less than a lifetime builded a young, 
prosperous and promising city. 


Applications for a water supply for 
two large Superior California projects 
were filed with the state division of 
water rights during the month of De- 
cember. The largest were those of the 
Feather River Power company, which 
concern filed three applications for 
water from tributaries to the North 


| Fork of the Feather river, in Plumas 


county. The project calls for an ex- 
penditure of $7,700,000. 

A monster celebration, in which 
western Sonoma county, and particu- 
larly the Bodega section, will join, 
will feature the completion of the 
permanent highway from Bodega Cor- 
ners to Jenner, at the mouth of the 
Russian river, The highway, more than 
twenty-four miles long, will open up 
the great dairy section of the coast 
and the beaches at Bodega bay and 
adjacent thereto. 


Representative Lineberger, Repub- 
lican, California, recently submitted to 
the house agricultural committee his 
bill to protect the national forests of 
southern California from forest fires. 
He explained that the forests are rap- 
idly being denuded and are losing the 
moisture that is so valuable to Los An- 
geles and the thickly populated ad- 
jacent territory. 

The rise of Sacramento county in 
financial wealth during the last decade 
is shown in a compilation prepared by 
County Treasurer Frank P. Christo- 
phel at Sacramento. The compila- 
tion shows that the receipts and dis- 
bursements of the county for the last 
year were approximately three times 
greater than ten years ago. 

E. C. Porter, officially taking over 
the reins as secretary-manager of the 
Sacramento Chamber of Commierce, is- 
sued a statement declaring that he will 
make an effort to secure a meeting of 
representatives of chambers of com- 
merce and other civiceorganizations 
throughout the Sacramento valley in 
the near future, 

The body of a male-infant, not over 
twenty-four hours old, was found re- 
cently in a load of garbage from the 
downtown. district of San Francisco, 
hauled to the public incinerator, In- 
vestigation disclosed that the baby 
had been strangled to death with a 
fishing line. 

October 1 the new theater will be 
opened in Chico, Butte. county. It will 
be operated in connection with the 
chain of theaters in Sacramento, 
Marysville, Oroville and Chico, and 
will be constructed at a cost of $325,- 
000, of which $250,000 will be expended 
on the building.

“Hard-Boiled” Captain Augur 
APT. JOHN AUGUR was a “hard- 
boiled” pirate. There was no 

doubt of tha, m the minds of any of 
the good folk who flocked to see his 
execution in the town of Providence 
in the Bahama islands. They had 
seen other freebooters ascend the gal- 
low’s steps, and there make confession 
of repentance for their sins. But not 
so with Captain Augur. He died as 
he had lived, “a wicked and perverse 
person,” .and his last words were 
words of defiance. 

Captain Augur’s early history is 
shrouded in mystery. But be flour- 
ished some time in the early Eight- 
eenth century, for in 1718 we find him 
accepting a royal pardon for his mis- 
deeds and impressing Gov. Woodes 
Rogers of the Bahamas so favorably 
that the governor placed him in com- 
mand of a sloop with a commission 
to trade among the islands. He might 
have proved worthy of the trust had 
not temptation fallen in his way. 

One morning he sighted two sloops 
whose cargo promised rich booty, and 
the captain forgot all his good inten- 
tions to go straight. A shot across 
their bows stopped the merchantmen, 
and when a little later they proceeded 
on their way they were lighter by some 
500 pounds sterling in money and 
goods. Then Captain Augur set sail 
for Hispaniola, there to join the other 
“brethren of the coast.” 

But a sudden hurricane drove his 
ship back to the Bahamas and wrecked 
it on a little wooded island. In the 
meantime the governor had learned 
how his trust had been betrayed and 
sent out an armed sloop to hunt for 
the pirate band. Having discovered 
them on the island, the captain of the 
sloop by fair promises lured eleven 
of the marooned pirates to come 
aboard. Then he took them back to 
Providence where Governor Rogers 
with fine frony convened a court of 
lately converted pirates to try them. 

The result was a foregone conclu- 
sion. The judicial pirates were only 
too anxious to demonstrate their re- 
establishment in the ranks of the re 
spectable. So they quickly sentenced 
the eleven to be hanged. On the gal- 
low’s platform the condemned men 
reproached their turn-coat brethren for 
allowing their old comrades to be 
hanged and urged them to come to 
their rescue. Their only reply was 
that “it was their business to turn 
their minds to another world and sin- 
cerely repent their wickedness in this.” 

Such cant irritated Captain Augur, 
the hard-boiled. “Yes,” he roared, “I 
do repent heartily. I repent I have 
not done more mischief and that we 
did not cut the throats of them that 
took us, and I am extremely sorry 
that you all aren’t hanged as well as 
we.” The rope cut short such sinful 
philosophy. 


From Pugilism to Piracy 


UGILISM was not so lucrative a 

profession in the old days as it is 
in these modern times. Which may 
account for the fact that its followers 
occasionally forsook the squared cir- 
cle for a wider circle of activity on 
the high seas. Perhaps the most fa- 
mous of these was William Fly, of 
whom we first hear as the boatswain 
on the good ship Elizabeth sailing 
from Bristol, England, in 1726. 

There was a mutiny, headed by the 
boatswain, and the crew tossed the 
captain overboard and killed all of the 
officers except the surgeon. Then they 
unanimously elected Fly captain and 
set out in search of ships to plunder. 
Thetr first prize was the John and 
Hannah taken off the coast of North 
Carolina, followed soon afterwards by 
the capture of the John and Betty. 

Then Captain Fly headed his pirati- 
cal craft into northern waters and also 
into disaster. Off the Newfoundland 
banks they overhauled a whaler, but 
by the strategy of the whaler’s cap- 
tain the pirate leader and most of his 
men were made prisoners. They were 
carried in chains to Massachusetts, 
and on July 4, 1726, tried in Boston. 

Justice was swift in these days, and 
on July 16 Fly and his men were ex- 
ecuted. Justice was also severe—from 
the point of view of the pirates, at 
least—for in addition to being hanged 
they were forced to Usten to long 
harangues on the error of their ways 
by preachers famous for their “hang- 
ing sermons” for condemned pirates. 
Oue of the most noted of these was 
among whose 
sermons has been preserved one 
preached in 1704 called “A Brief Dis- 
course Occasioned by a Tragical Spec- 
tacle of a Number of Miserables Under 
Sentence of Death for Piracy.” 

Captain Fly, however, seems to have 
been a particularly hardened sinner 
for he refused to go to church just 
before the hanging. Moreover, he con- 
ducted himself with great bravado on 
‘the way to the gallows. He jumped 
briskly into the cart holdifig a bouquet 
of flowers, bedecked with ribbons—a 
decorative scheme much in favor 
among the pugilists of his day—and 
took his last ride thus, smiling and 
bowing as though he were a hero and 
his a triumphal procession. 

They tell the story of another ex- 
prize fighter-pirate, Dennis McCarthy, 


hanged at New Providence, Bahama, 


in 1718. He also appeared on the gak 
lows adorned with gay-colored rib- 
bons. “My friends have often in jest 
declared that I would die in my shoes,” 
he proclaimed. “See, I make them 
Mars.” Saying which he kicked off hig 
shoes: and died without them..

CODFIS8SH DISHES 
Codfish, dry, fresh, or salted {s rich 
in iodine. The lack of this element in 
our diet is an important 
cause for enlarged thy- 
roid glands and goiter. 
To make any common 
food palatable it is nec- 
essary that we vary the 
manner of serving It. 
Codfish Souffle-—Cook 
one-half of a green pep- 
: per and one-half an 
onion, both chopped, in two _ table- 
spoonfuls of butter. Mix two cupfuls 
of mashed potatoes with one cupful of 
cooked flaked codfish, add the well 
beaten yolks of two eggs and fold in 
the stiffly beaten whites. Bake in a 
greased baking dish twenty minutes. 
To accompany this dish sérve string 
beans, creamed cauliflower or green 
peas. 


Scalloped Codfish—Prepare one and 
three-fourths cupfuls of white sauce. 
Mix one and one-half cupfuls of 
shredded codfish with seasoning of 
chopped capers, red and green peppers, 
add the sauce and arrange in a but- 
tered baking dish, cover with one-half 
cupful of well buttered crumbs and 
bake in a moderate oven until the 
crumbs are brown. 


_ Codfish en Casserole.—Take one can 
of tomatoes, two cupfuls of cooked 
spaghetti or macaroni, one onien 
sliced, one-half cupful of flaked fish, 
and one-half cupful of buttered crumbs, 
adding a bit of cayenne pepper. Sim- 
mer the tomato and sliced onion with 
the seasoning until the onion is tender. 
In a buttered casserole place a layer 
of spaghetti, then of fish, one of to- 
mato and finish with buttered crumbs. 
Bake fifteen minutes. 


Codfish Creole.—Cook in three table- 
spoonfuls of butter, one chopped green 
pepper, one tablespoonful of pimento, 
and one onion chopped; when well 
cooked add three-fourths of a cupful of 
tomato soup, one-eighth of a teaspoon- 
ful of soda, one-fourth teaspoonful of 
paprika, two cupfuls of flaked fish 
and ene cupful of hot milk. Serve pip- 
ing hot after mixing all the ingredi- 
ents. Serve on buttered toast or with 
crackers and cheese. 

Codfish With. Rice.—Take one cup- 
ful of rice or mashed potatoes, one 
cupful of shredded codfish, four table- 
spoonfuls of cream, two well-beaten 
eggs, salt and pepper to season. Mix 
well and fills well-buttered mold with 
the mixture, cover with’ buttered 
crumbs and bake. Serve with caper 
or cucumber sauce. 

Codfish with drawn butter sauce 
served with baked potatoes is a dish 
which is well liked by most codfish 
lovers. Melt two or three tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, add as much flour and 
when well blended add enougk water 
(boiling) to make a rather thick 
sauce. Cook until smooth, add the 
flaked fish to the sauce and serve. 


Satisfying Salads. 


We all enjoy a salad and when one 
is particularly attractive to look at 
and appetizing to 
the palate we 
will add it to our 
list of good 
things. 

Pear Salad Lu- 
cerne.—Drain one 
can of pears. To 
the sirup add one 
and one-half cup- 
fuls of tomato, one-fourth teaspoon- 
ful of salt, a stalk of celery, two 
whole cloves, two tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar and boil for three minutes. 
Rub through a sieve, bring to the 
boiling point and add two and one- 
half tablespoonfuls of gelatin which 
has been softened in one-fourth cup- 
ful of water. Mix well and pour into 
a shallow mold. Serve on lettuce with 
one-half of a pear on top of each mold 
ef jelly. Serve with mayonnaise. 


Piquant Peach Salad.—Drain the 
sirup from a can of halved peaches. 
Soak two tablespoonfuls of gelatin in 
one-fourth of a cupful of cold water, 
add one stick of cinnamon, one-fourth 
of a teaspoonful of salt and the same 
of paprika. Bring to the boiling point 
and add the. softened gelatin. Stir 
until dissolved, strain and add two 
tablespoonfuls of lemon juice, place 
peach halves in bottom of the molds 
and pour in the gelatin mixture. Serve 
molded on lettuce with mayonnaise, 

Cherry Salad.—Stone large canned 
cherries and replace the pit with 
small bits of celery. Mix with stoned,
